EXPORTS TO EUROPE 


There have been some large sales of 
copper the past few days. Altogether it 
is estimated that as much as 30,000,000 


pounds were taken by large consumers 
on Thursday. It is assumed that this 
buying will be followed by further tak- 
ings on the part of smaller consumers, 
and that we have reached the point 
where another buying period like that at 
the end of November is at hand. 

The price has not changed so far as 
the leading agencies are concerned, but 
the copper offered below their prices has 
been absorbed, It is stated that none of 
the large sales of electrolytic were below 
13% cents per pound and Lake has sold 
in Jarge quantities at an eighth cent 
higher. The price of copper Warrants in 
London has remained stationary. This 
has rather discouraged some of the inter- 
who have looked for decided im- 
provement, but it is pointed out that 
the large exports to Europe have acted 
as a damper on foreign sentiment. 

The metal situation for the

Do not pick flowers which must fade be- 
fore you reach home, nor great quanti- 
ties of those flowers and 
beauty are better seen in a few than in 
many massed together,

OWL MUSIC. 

Owl music, well, perhaps you think 
it hardly possible that there should 
be anything musical about an owl. One 
of our great observers of nature says 
that most of the sounds of wild animals 
are pleasant to hear; but some you 
need to be at a distance from, then the 
shrillness or harshness is taken off. 

But as for the owl, it makes us smile to 
read a remark of Mr. Waterton’s, the 
famous naturalist, that he was glad to 
find this “favorite warbler’ was on the 
increase in many parts of Yorkshire, 
when he visited the county.

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First Clock in 1309 
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| It was, as we are told, in 1309 that 
the first clock known to the world was 
placed in the tower of San Eustorgio, 
in Milan, savas the Chicago Record- 
Herald. 

The greatest astonishment and admir- 
ation Was manifested by crowds who 
came to see the timepiece. In 1344 a 
clock was installed in the palace of the 
nobles at Padua. This was a wonder of 
(mechanism indeed, for besides indicat- 
ing the hours it showed the course of the 
sun, the revolutions of the planets, the 
| various phases of the moon, the months 
(and the fetes of the year. 

The period of the evolution from the 
clock to the watch was 71 vears, not so 
very long all things considered, and the 
record of the first watch is 1380. A half 
century later an alarm, clock made its 
appearance. This, we are told, was 
lookqd upon by the people of that age 
as “Sin instrument prodigieux.” 

The fortunate possessor of this clock 
was Andrea Alciato, a councilor of 
Milan. The chroniclers have placed on 
record that this clock sounded a bell at 
a stated hour, and at the same time a 
little wax candle was lighted automati- 
cally. How this was done we are not

By rEASON of the election of a United States 
senator from Mississippi to fill a vacancy 
recently created, Cal. James Gordon, 
Colonel appointed to hold the place temporarily, 
retired after two months of service in that 
Gordon: | body on Friday. In doing so he delivered 
a farewell address which 1n many respects 
was one of the most remarkable heard in the 
Senate chamber for years. In one respect, 
at least, the speech will deserve remembrance 
as matking the end of an old and the beginnihg of a new and a 
better epoch im our national history. 
At the outbreak of the war of °6 
young man, “went out with his state,” 
the close of the conflict he wore the Confederate gray with distinction. 
When Richmond fell, he was among those who refused to be “recon- 
tructed.”” Rather than take “the ironclad oath” of fealty to the 
vovernment, he surrendered his right to citizenship in the republic, 
with every privilege and opportunity appertaining thereto, and only 
became repossessed of lis inheritance when general amnesty was 
proclamned, r 
lt has taken more than twoscore years to reconcile Col. James 
Gordon to the results of the civil war. He has been among the last 
to accept its decision fully. Perhaps he is the very last of those who 
were leaders of the Southland during that struggle to declare himself 
willing, nay, anxious, that naught of those days and years be remem- 
bered save that which may be recalled to the credit and glory of the 
whole country. He could now, and he said it in his speech, honor 
the name and memory of Grant as he could wish his fellow country- 
nen everywhere to honor the name and memory of Lee. 
Ilere, ringing out upon this generation, was a voice from the 
past speaking words of amity, brotherliness, patriotism and highest 
promise for the future of our common country.

Though a peace-loving 
and peace-secking people, circumstances are driving us into aw arlike 
attitude. Wedonot want war. We are disposed to shunit. And 
vet, that we may be protected against the possible aggressions of other 
nations which, for the most part, are as desirous as we of tranquillity, 
we mdintain ourselves on a war footing in time of peace. 

There is a proposition before Congress to the effect that we 
spend about a thousandth part of the sum we are now spending on 
war annually for the purpose of promoting peace. It 1s surely 
reasonable proposition. We are paying a tremendous price for war 
and the consequences of war. Cannot we well afford to pay a large 
price for the promotion of any idea, any movement, any system of 
international procedure that will make for peace?

Now, although conditions at Washington are unchanged, the 
apprehension of what might occur is rapidly disappearing. Final 
analysis shows that the business institutions of the country are on a 
sound basis and the belief obtains more generally that the President's 
purpose is not one of destruction but of construction. That illegally 
operated corporations must take their punishment is generally under- 
stood, but that this will eventually work to the advantage of honestly 

inaged institutions and hence to the advantage of the public gener- 
ally 1s also belreved. In any event the business public is taking a 
much saner view of the situation today than it did a month ago. As 
a consequence reports are coming in from every direction of expand- 
ing trade. New business of considerable volume is reported 1n iron 
and steel lines and also among railroad equipment companies.

established lines flying the British and Chilean flags. 

If the negotiations of this German company with the Chilean 
government restilt in additional dock privileges at Valparaiso; and 
the docking facilities to be secured at Ancon are adequate, it 1s 
highly probable that the German company will establish service with 
Panama. The result would be an all-round improvement, including 
a pronounced reduction in the tariff, that must redound to the 
interest of American trade with the ports south of the isthmus where 
improvement is so much needed. Another development that should 
stimulate American enterprise is the successtul invasion of :the 
west coast shipping by the Japanese. The invasion itself is not new, 
but its success is distinctly so. When the Toyo Kisen Kaisha started 
its subsidized service between China and. Japan and thé ports of 
Chile and Peru, the prospects were regarded as far from brilliant; 
but now the line is reported to be doing an excellent business. : 

It is a hopeful sign, at this time of increased shipping activity 
in the Pacific and intensified international competition, -that a new 
postal subvention bill is about to be introduced into the Senate and 
that it contains special provision for South America. It is not only 
for economic reasons that the American flag should be seen 
frequently in the ports of South America; it is not only in connection 
with the completion of the Panama canal that a brisk trade should be 
developed between the two parts of the western hemisphere; it is 
essential for- purposes of future cooperation when the South 
American nations shall haveentered the arena of world-politics. 

Of late there have been some remarkable expressions of good 
will toward this country in such representative organs as La Prensa 
of Buenos Aires or Jornal do Commercio of Rio Janeiro, but in 
Latin America the man in the street 1s more permanently influenced 
by mercantile intercourse than by anything else. And it is the man 
in the street who must be reached and convinced of Uncle Sam’s 
rood will.

THE serious disturbances ‘attending the 
strike of car men in Philadelphia are in 
marked contrast to the peaceful methods of 
Germany. There manufacturers and other 
employers insure against strikes. Foreign 
journals state that during the last three years 
many strike irisurance companies have sprung 
up in different parts of the fatherland, 
embracing practically all industries. In 
somewhat over a dozen of these societies are 
insured manufacturers employing 1,200,000 men. There are also 
more than a score of employers’ unions that have a regular system 
of strike insurance, paying compensation at fixed rates, and nine 
other unions that pay compensation according to the merits of the 
case.

Against 
Strikes 
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‘It is generally admitted that it is really in the interest of the 
employed as well’as employers that industrial undertakings should 
be secured against unexpected losses from .strikes as from other 
contingencies, and the fact that strike insurance compamies do not 
pay compensation where the employers have been guilty of forcing 
a strike unjustly, prevents the institution from being abused. Indeed, 
the employer must establish the fact that he is not responsible for 
the, strike or lockout. 

Some sacieties pay compensation from the day of the outbreak 
of the strike; others from the day it is first formally reported to 
them ; others only after it has lasted a week. The length of a strike 
is also taken into account. Some societies do not pay any compensa- 
tion for a strike of less than four days’ duration; others consider 
that a strike is no strike until it has lasted a fortnight. Operations 
carried on by the special strike insurance societies abroad are very 
large. Whatever their cost, statistics would doubtless show that they 
are economical when compared with labor wars. 
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E1cut members of a New York milk exchange have been 
indicted for conspiring to fix the selling price of milk, which is 
deemed to be a misdemeanor.

great work of obtaining knowledge and spreading it throughout the 
world. That is what makes human life sublime. I, who only give 
money, give the material body only. .« 


Again, at the banquet of the National Geographic Society in 
honor of Explorer Peary, Mr. Carnegie, when called upon to speak, 
told how he was congratulated for giving New York seventy-eight 
libraries. He declined to receive the congratulations, with the 
additional remark: 

But if you ‘will congratulate me upon the bargain [ made with 
New York by which she agreed to maintain seventy-eight branch libra- 
ries free to all the people, shake! 


Mr. Cafnegie said he was happiest not because of what he had 
done himself, but because of what he had induced others to do. 
He assured his hearers that he made splendid bargains with all the 
money that he apparently gave away. All of which, while presenting 
an interesting viewpoint, goes to strengthen the public conviction 
that Mr. Carnegie 1s doing something for the advancement of popular 
education. 


\STILL another cable is to be put under the Atlantic ocean, not- 
withstanding the many wireless lines Marconi is to establish over it. 
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It HAs often been said in recent years, but 
only of late is it coming to be widely and 
fully believed, that Washington is destined to 
be one of the most beautiful capitals in the 
world. It is difficult now to realize that 
within thirty-five years its permanency as 
the seat of federal government could have 
been seriously questioned as a consequence of 
its physical defects, or that it could within 
that period have been spoken of, with fairly 
good reason, as a collection of palaces in a setting of mud. To the 
very determined and at one time very promising capital-removing 
effort of the early seventies, Washington is indebted for its splendid 
present and ‘its prospect of a brilliant future. The campaign by 
Reavis in St. Louis to make that city the capital of the nation brought 
into prominence the man who came to be known as “Boss” Shephard, 
and developed his extraerdinary ability as a city-builder. His 
methods were as startling and as heroic as those tollowed’by Baron 
Haussmann in Paris. He spent money freely, pursued, his course 
arbitrarily, and succeeded in making his name obnoxious among the 
people he was trying to serve. But his ideals have been the inspira- 
tion of Washingtonians for the last quarter of a century. He had 
made great things possible, and the city has been striving, and with 
no small measure of success, to rise to its possibilities. Now there is 
a movement on foot to make it a “greater” city. The word raises 
doubts. If by making the city “greater” it is intended to make it 
better politically, socially, artistically, morally, the proposal should 
be encouraged. If the meaning ts, however, that the city is to be 
made “greater” in a purely material sense, that it will henceforth 
strive for mere bigness and business, the effort will be something to 
regret. Washingtom must grow, but let us all hope that it may 
develop as it was intended, into a great capital rather than a great 
metropolis.
